KEY WEST, Fla., April 80.—No volunteer troops are needed in Cuba and very 
few regulars will be salfitient. It would be criminal to send 50,000 American gol- 
diers over the Gulf Stream, because there is no need of them. 

Rifles, cartridges, food, clothing and mules are required, There are 80,000 Cu- 
bans there to use them. 

They are native born. They have learned Spanish military methods and know 
what to do, just when and just how. They are brave. 

“Thirty thousand against 250,000” proved that, fully armed, equipped and sup- 


_ plied, Gomez and Garcia can with little physical assistance clear the island of Span- 
_ ish bases for Spanish food and of themselves compel the quick surrender of all the 


Spanish forces outside of Havana, Matanzas and Cienfuegos. These ports and their 
coralled forces can be starved or taken at Admiral Sampson’s will. 

Ex-Spanish Minister Canalejas admitted last November that the Spanish troops 
were starving. There never was a surplus in any case except in the three cities 
mentioned. There is less now. There will be nothing soon. 

This means death to Cuban non-combatants—our proteges—as well as to Span- 
ish military movements, and the island should be taken quickly. 

And Eastern Cuba need not be considered. Spain is weakest there. Garcia 
has perhaps 12,000 men.

WASHINGTON, April 80.—President McKinley has not yet approved the 
plans of the War Department for the invasion of Cuba by the land forces of the 
United States. 

Greater pressure has been brought to bear to influence his judgment in favor 
of sending a considerable military force to Cuba at once than was exerted to pre- 
vent a declaration of war, but the President has not assented. He has replied’ 
to all the arguments in favor of an invasion of Cuba by saying that he does not 
deem it necessary to employ either the army or the naval forces to reinforce the 
insurgent army, which he has been assured is von capable of whipping the Spanish 
forces if properly equipped. 

The naval blockade will, according to present plans, be maintained at Havana, 
and in the Philippine Islands upon precisely the same lines. Relief will be af- 
forded the Cuban insurgents and the recorcentrados—food, clothing, guns and am- 


leaders themselves, made direct to the Post-Dispatch. 

The protection of two or three United States warships and 1000 United States 
regulars to force a way from the coast to the headquarters of the Cuban army will 
be afforded. Both will be ready to render such service as soon as it is demanded. 

The regulars now at Chickamauga will be drawn: on to recruit the forts at 
Savannah, Key West, New Orleans and Galveston. The cavalry and artillery regi- 
ments sent from Chickamauga to Tampa, it is contemplated, will be the first trans- 
ported to Cuba to protect the convoy of the relief supplies to the insurgent head- 
quarters. They will be told “‘to make a way if necessary,” but their office will be 
primarily that of an escort and they will not assume the offensive unless they are 
attacked. 

If the Cuban army does not shortly succeed in driving the Spanish up against 
the muzzles of the United States warships guarding the coast and compelling the 
surrender of the Spaniards, then the President may send as large a force as is neces- 
sary to enforce the demand of Congress for the withdrawal of the Spanish forces 
from the island. 

The military authorities do not pretend to conceal their displeasure at his stub- 
born stand against an invasion, but they are hopeful that the Spanish forces in Cubs 
will assume the offensive and compel a change in the President's policy. In the 
meantime, the War Department. proceeds with the most profound secrecy to pre- 
pare for war. The drilling and equipment of volunteer troops has been actively 
begun, and reports that reach the department and the President indicate the utility 
of at least 100,000 men within two weeks. 

As soon as Congress passes the war deficiency bill the proper equipment of 
the volunteers will begin.

SINGAPORE, Straits Settlement, April 
30.—Commodore Dewey has with him on the 
flagship Olympia for consultation a former 
Philippine febel general, Jose Alexandrius 
(or Alexandrino). This officer is the son of 
a wealthy and influential sugar planter of 
Arayat, Pampanga Province. The father 
was taken from his estate by the Spanish 
and deported because he had been de- 
nounced as-a rebel. He died from the ex- 
posure and privations to which he was sub- 
jected on the road, having been compeiled 
to travel while he was critically ill.

GASTRO-ENTEROSTOMY 
SUCCESSFULLY PERFORMED. 


SURGEON BERNAYS HAS A DELI- 
_ CATE TASK TO SAVE AN AF- 
FLICTED MAN. 


THE INVALID RALLIES 
FROM THE SHOCK. 


Several Physicians and Students Wit- 
ness Something of Rare Occur- 
rence in the Eurgical 
World. 


Surgeon A. C. Bernays performed the un- 
Usual operation called gastro-enterostomy 
Saturday morning at Rebekah Hospital, 
Grand avenue and Caroline street, in the 
presence of a small number of doctors and 
students. 

The patient was William McInnis, a 
wealthy farmer of Mount Vernon, Ill, who 
has been affilcted with cancer of the stom- 
ach. The cancer involved the opening of 
the stomach into the intestine, and by 
closing it had prevented the passage of 
digested food from the stomach. 

Mcinnis became much emaciated as a re- 
Bult of this obstruction. Dr. Bernays, whom 
he consulted, advised the difficult operation 
of gastro-enterostomy as the only means 
of prolonging. life. MéInnis consented and 
he has been at the hospital several days 
preparing for the operation. 

he cancer is of the most malignant char- 
acter and has spread over a large part of 
the stomach immediately surrounding the 
outlet. Dr. Bernays made\no attempt to 
remove the concerous growth, an operation 
that would have involved the removal of a 
great part, if not all, of the stomach. 

Che operation was exceedingly interesting, 
even to a layman. It was witnessed by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, whose identity was 
unknown to any of the doctors or students 
present. 

Gastro-enterostomy by 


is an operation 


which a new outlet for the stomach is made 


and a new connection with the intestine 
established. It is a delicate operation, not 
often performed, and was invented not long 
ago by a German surgeon of note. 

As far as can be known at this time, the 
operation was successful. The patient stood 
the chloroform well, and showed little ef- 
fect of shock. The time consumed was less 


than an hour, Dr. Bernays was assisted by 


Dr. Frank M. Floyd and Drs. Wilson and 


Green. 


An incision was made itn the abdominal! 
starting at «he lower edge of the 
sternum, and extending about five inches 
downward, This being lald open, the dis- 
eased stomach was exposed, Gathering up 
the intestine Dr. Bernays measured off over 
a foot of it. Deftly he made the necessary 
incision and stitched the intestine to the 
edges of the new opening he had made in 
a healthy portion of the stomach. More time 
Was constumed in the operation than was 
absolutely necessary because Dr. Bernays 
took occasion .to explain, as he went along, 
the various moves he was making and his 
reasons for them. 

The new juncture having been made, the 
displaced organs were put back the parts 
thoroughly washed and the wound closed 
by a dozen stitches. While operating Dr. 
Bernays gave the history of the operation 
and told a story of how he had debated its 
with its inventor before a 
meeting of the International Medical Asso- 
lation. Dr. Bernays did not know that 
the inventor was present, and he talked 
strongly against the new operation and itn 
favor of one which he himse!f had invent- 
ed, At the conclusion of his remarks two 
surgeons opposed Dr. Bernays., 

Then the inventor arose, to Dr. Bernays’ 
surprise, 

“And he didn’t do a thing to me.” was 
the doctor's laughing and laconic statement 
of what followed. 

ey the course of the operation Dr. Bernays 
@aid: 

“T will tell you something which you may 
well remember. When a man or woman of 
over 45 vears suffers from chronic dyspepsia 
he or she has, in nine cases out of ten, a 
cancer of the stomach.” 

Rev. Andrew Konzelmann, who witnessed 
the operation, caused considerable qmuse- 
ment among .doctors and students by 
watching it through a patr of opera glasses, 
nithough he was within five feet of the 
patient, 

Dr. Rernays declined to discuss the opera- 
tion at its close.

The wholesale houses are making every 
effort to keep their stocks weil enforced, 
so as to meet all demands. Washington

ceived, only to be quickly reshipped to 
dealers who, in many cases, have not hith- 
erto bought in St. Louis. 

Dry goods jobbers are in the path of an 
avalanche of letters and telegrams demand- 
ing St. Louis goods. For the first time in 
many months it is possible to fill orders 
from Texas in a way that will be advan- 
tageous alike to the shipper and the pur- 
chaser. While the demoralizing rate war 
between the steamship lines and _ the 
railroads was on, effective competition 
with New York and New Orleans was out 
of the question. The little trade with Texas 
that was established was at a dead loss. 


the St. Louis jobbing houses told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that his firm alone had 
lost thousands of dollars in its effort to 
compete with cities having all water com- 
munication with Galveston. The absurdly 
low tariffs from New York and New Or- 
leans made it possible for mergiants in 
those places to lower the prices on their 
goods. St. Louls merchants who did not 
desire to relinquish all connection with 
their Texas customers were compelled to 
meet these figures, while at the same time 
paying enormous freight rates as com- 
pares with those in effect from seaboard 
cities, 

The situation {is changed now and St. 
Louis {s again in a_ position to enjoy to 
the full the splendid Texas field. 

Present prosperity is in no sense a hoom. 
Tt will continue. St. Louis merchants have 


the rate war. They are confident the trade 
they are now securing cannot again be lost, 
even if the steamships are restored to the 
service.

Detective George Williams and his attor- 
ney, Jesse McDonald, appeared in Judge 
Zachritz’s court Saturday morning and ap- 
plied tor bond for Williams. 

Willams is the detective who shot and 
killed William McBrearty at 3937 Washins- 
ton boulevard, last Saturday morning. He 
was indicted for murder in the first degree 
Thursday, after having been exonerated by 
the Coroner’s jury and replaced On the de- 
iective force, 

Judge Zachrits would 
plication Saturuay. He 
the statement made by Attorney McDona‘d 
with the transeript from the Coroners Ot- 
fice and a transcript of the evidence ad- 
duced in the grand jury rooms and would 
consider them all carefully. He expected to 
be able to decide the question by Monday, 
and said if the evidence warranted the be- 
lief that the defendant was not guilty of 
murder in the first degree he would re- 
quire a gilt-edged bond of $10,000 or $20,000. 
Mr. MeDonald said the bond wWoulg@gbe fur- 
nished. 

After Mr. McDonald made his application, 
Judge Zachritz said, in substance: 

“Tl will not act on this case until I hear 
the evidence. As I view the case now, 
McBrearty was more afraid of Williams 
weapon than anything else. If I were as 
big as Goliath and as powerful as Samp- 
son, and a small man drew @ revolver on 
me, I should try to escape. 

“T do not see that McBrearty’s action in 
trying to escape was indicative of any- 
thing. He was begging, it is true, and that 
is not recognized In law as a legitimate 
occupation. I can see, though, how 
might have felt that he would have been 
| carried to the police station, sent to the 
police court and given a six months’ sen- 
j tence in the Workhouse on a charge of 
| trespassing. Truly, this is undesirable.

OUSTED AT LEAST TEN DAYS. 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Recognized 
Under the Julian Lew and Case 
Soon to Be Heard. °* 


A special telegram to the Post-Dispatch 
from Jefferson City, Saturday afternoon, 
states that the Supreme Court in banc has 
issued a writ of quo warranto to oust the 
Central Traction Co, from doing business in 
St. Louis Por alleged violation of the Julian 
law. 

The writ was made returnable within 10 
days, at the expiration of which time, or 
shortly thereafter, the Court will set the 
date for the hearing of the cause, The writ 
will be served on the company Saturday 
evening or early Monday. 

On Tuesday next the arguments in the 
quo warranto proceedings against the West 
Side Street Railway Co. of Kansas City, 
‘which are based upon like information as 
‘hat in the St. Louis case, will be heard in 
the court in banc.

BF HAPPY THOUGH MARRIED.

J udge Klein Condemns Intermeddlin 


Relatives. 


Judge Kfein rendered a unique opinion 
Saturday in a divorce case, clearly defi§jng 
the duty of a married person where r@a- 
tives are concerned. His paper is full of 
wholesome advice to young people over- 
blessed with friends who seek to make both 


happy and end by making both miserable. 

Maggie Pearse asked for a divorce from 
John M. Pearse, on the ground of cruelty. 
They were married April 13, 1893, and sep- 
arated April 2, 1897. Pearse filed a cross- 
bill, charging desertion. 

In the trial it developed that relatives had 
much-1o do with the domestic affairs of the 
young people, and Judge Klein made this the 
main feature of his op:nion, when he refused 
the petition. 

He says: “This is a case where tiie lives of 
two young people have been made unhappy 
by the unwise intermeddling of their respec- 
tive people. But for this cause of trouble, It 
appears, they would have lived together 
with reasonable affection and comfort. Even 
now it seems that they could live happily 
together if left alone by respective relatives, 
although they are not ready to fully admi- 
this, It iS plain that both have been ai fault, 
hence neither is an innocent party. They 
have forgotten, orat least they did not -ob- 
serve, the daily duty of mutual forbearance 
and mutual effort to please. The plaintiff 
was much attached to her parents, but she 
was bound to forsake all others and to cling 
only to him, so long as he would treat her 
decently.’’

W. F. Johnson, Found Dead in Bed, 
Did Not Commit Suicide. 

W. F. Johnson, who was found dead in 
bed at 3801 South Broadway Friday morn- 
ing, did not commit suicide, in the opinion 
of Deputy Coroner Gast, who held an in- 
quest Saturday. It developed that Johnson 
suffered from rheumatism and was in the 
habit of taking chloroform to allay the 
pain and induce sleep. Mr. Gast found evi- 
dence sufficient to satisfy him that the man 
had taken an overdose without suicidal in- 
tent, and a verdict of accidental death was

Closed Saturday Noon by Order of the 
Department. 


The cruiser Recruiting Office sails from 
St. Louls at sundown Saturday night for 
the New York Navy Yard. 

All the would-be tars who were not on 
board at noon will have to join the army 
if they want to fight Spain, for the recruit- 
ing office will not come back here. 

Lieut. Simon Cook. in command, received 
telegraphic orders from the Navy Depar:- 
ment to close up shop and report at the 
navy yard. 

Boatswain Pearce will take charge of the 
recruits, 48 in number, and steer them safe- 
ly to the training ship Vermont, which is 
at the navy yard. 

The entire staff of the recruiting office 
at will proceed to Memphis from New 

ork. 

Lieut. Cook considers that they did fairly 
well in St. Louis. and that the percentage 
of applicants accepted was up to the aver- 
age. 

There were 108 applicants In all, of which 
60 were rejected. 

While they were packing up in the navy 
office, Capt. Sweet’s army office Was swarm- 
ing with recruits. 

Plenty of men apply each day to warrant 
keeping recruiting officers here. Uncle 
Sam is glad to get the men and his repre- 
sentatives generally regret an applicans's 
failure to get into the ranks, 

Thirty-five men were sworn in Saturday 
morning. They all go to Jefferson Bar- 
racks Saturday night. 

“There is so much detall connected with 
the business department of the army that 
it would be well nigh impossible for the 
force I have to handle any more than that 
number,’ said Capt. Sweet. “They are 
coming in as rapidly as we want them , and 
we are getting a fine class of men.’

Ben Cornish. an aged negro, is slowly 
dying ‘in a rude tent at the rear of 3701 
Vista avenue. He does not know his age, 
but his thick and bushy hair, as white as 
the cotton he used to pick when he was a 
pickaninny slave down in Mississippi, tells 
that he is near the three score and ten 
mark. 

His faithful old wife ‘“‘Mandy” is his only 
companion, and the good old auntie nurses 
him carefully and devotedly. Ben has 
dropsy and doctors say his end is near. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter looked in on the 
aged. couple Friday afternoon. ‘The old 
negro was sitting up, but in great pain. 
He could not talk without an effort. His 
wife dropped hgr knitting, and removing 
her spectacles, talked freety. 

‘Ren was taken sick last Christmas,” 
she said, ‘‘and the doctors say he is pow- 
erful bad now. Guess he can’t last much 
longer. He’s got dropsy and he suffers 


awful. If it hadn’t been for Mrs. Harris 
I guess we would all have gone to the 
poorhouee. 

“She owns this property and she allowed 
us to put up the tent and stay, rent free. 
You see, Mrs. Harris and Ben and me were 
all slaves together down in Mississippi be- 
fore the war, We were all born on the 
same plantation and grew up together. 
Old Squire Orrville Anderson was our mas- 
ter, and a good master he was, too. Susan 
(that’s Mrs. Harris) was sold ‘before the 
war and taken away. Ben and I stayed on 
the plantation until .the soldiers came and 
took ug, 

“We didn’t hardly know what it meant, 
oniy that we were free. We were giad of 
it then, but I don't know that we were 
ever any better off after we left the old 
master. The soldiers they took us first 
to Young’s Point, near Vicksburg, and then 
to Milligan's bend We staved there three 
daya and thea went to Goodrich's Landiac. 
We managed somehow to get to St. Louis, 
and we've lived here ever since. We never 
had any children and always got along 
somehow until last Christmas when Ben 
took sick. 

“It just happened, I don’t know how, that 
I met Susan Harris. We got to talking 
and found out who we all were. We hadn't 
seen her since she was sold before the war. 
She told me al about herself and told how 
well she had ot alone. She owned this 
property when I told her‘how sick Ben was 
and how-.we could pay rent no longer, she 
said we could have a tent she had in the 
back yard. It was boarded up and could 
be madeuprettp comfortable. We were glad 
to take it and have got along fairly weil.

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PALMA GOES TO PARIS 


THE COUNTESS TO DEPART SAT- 
URDAY NIGHT FOR THE 
FRENCH CAPITAL. 


NO EFFORT TO DETAIN HER. 


Belief General That Her Testimony 
Will Not Be Needed and No In- 
dictment of Dotectives Found. 


‘As gorgeous a turnout as can be found in 
this cosmopolitan metropolis rolled up to 
Union Station on rubber tires Saturday 
morning. The liveried driver held tight rein 
upon the sleek, prancing horses, while a 
stylishly-dressed woman alighted. 

The woman was Countess Palma, and she 
Was at the Union Station to personally ai- 
tend to the selection of a Pullman drawing 
room, in which she will start Saturday for 
New York. 


After half a year’s career in St. Louls, re- 

lete with startling incidents, Countess 

alma is leaving the city. From New York 
she will sail for Paris. Beginning at the 
Union Station gates, and from there to the 
end of her ley: J through two worlds, 
Countess Palma’s transportation will be the 
most luxurious that money can wy & 

Unusual] interest attaches to the departure 
of Countess Palma, by reason of the recent 
grand jury investigation of the alleged un- 
lawful confiscation of her private papers by 
Detectives Bambrick and Joyce, acting un- 
der direction of Chief Desmond, who, it is 
said, lent the aid of the Police Department to 
accomplish an object for a persona] friend. 

Countess Palma has been before the grand 
jury, other witnesses have been examined, 
and it is presumed that a decision has been 
reached, ut, in acordance with the time- 
honored secrecy eurrounding grand jury 
movements, that decision will not be made 
public until the jury formally files its re- 
port in Judge Zachritz’s court. That bit of 
routine will be attended to some time next 
week. 

Mearwhile Countess Palma is not sup- 
posed to know whether true or ignored bills 
will be returned against Chief Desmond 
and his subordinates involved in the alleged 
unlawful transaction, 

In the event of indictments the presence 
of Countess Palma in the Criminal Court 
as prosecuting witness {s an absolute neces- 
sity to trial. She makes no secret of her 
intention to quit St. Louls permanently, g0- 
ing many thousand miles away. Yet the 
authorities representing the grand jury are 
making no effort to prevent her departure, 
although it has been common talk about 
the Four Courts all day Saturday. 

This gives rise to the belief that. the 
grand jury has decided not to indict «hief 
Desmond and his men, and that Countess 
Palma is aware that she will never be 
called upon to testify against them in the 
Criminal Court. 

How she obtained this information, if she 
has it, is not so mysterious after all, when 
it is remembered that Countess Palma is 
a palmist, and _ therefore able to look 
through secrets that are to laymen densely 
opaque. 

Around the Four Courts there is always 
a group of old-timers ready to hazard a 
guess on grand jury results. Every one 
of these prophets has predicted from the 
very beginning that ignored bills would be 
returned in the. Palma case.
